Boy Science 
Whiz Ups His 
T V Earnings 


NEW YORK IJH — Robert Strom, 
10-year-old science whiz, Tuesday 
night flashed to the $96,000 lev el 
in his bid to win a possible $256,- 
000 on a telev ision quiz show. 
The Bronx 
schoolboy 
breezed 
through a complicated six - part 
question on fluorescent lamps and 
electricity. That added $16,000 to 
his prev ious $80,000 winnings. 
Next week he will return to try 
for $128,000. 
Tuesday night Robert was shown 
the component parts of an electric 
fluorescent circuit. He was giv en 
this introductory statement: 
In this 
fluorescent 
lamp 
an 
electric arc flows through a cer­ 
tain v apor and transforms electri­ 
cal watt input into radiation at a 
certain wav e length. This radia­ 
tion, in turn. excites the phosphor 
coating on the inside of the lamp. 
Young Strom swiftly answered: 
The wav e length 
is 
2537 
ang­ 
stroms; mercury is the v apor; ar­ 
gon is the other principal gas in­ 
side the lamp; ultrav iolet is the 
radiation. 
In the fifth part of the question 
he correctly explained that a 60- 
watt incandescent lamp giv es only 
as much light as a 20-watt fluor­ 
escent lamp because the conv en­ 
tional lamp expends most of its 
energy in heat, not light. 
Robert polished off his night’s 
w’ork by easily joining fiv e wires 
to make the fluorescent light cir­ 
cuit operativ e. He was told before­ 
hand there were 
2,000 
different 
ways to do it wrong.

Marriage entails too much re­ 
sponsibility , marriage mea ns loss 
of liberty , the feeling tha t being 
deceiv ed by one woman means 
all women are no good, an a ggres­ 
siv e feeling toward the mother 
with the resulting belief that 
“ all women are like mothers.’* 


Too Much of a Ga mbia 
Marriage is too much a gamble 
as shown by the div orce rate, 
women are untrustworthy , ma r­ 
ried women are too demanding 
and want too much, fear of in­ 
heritance of mental illness. 
Men also often set too high a 
standard in seeking a wife 
Sometimes these may be the 
real reasons why persons remain 
single. Sometimes there are other 
reasons.
